Every  year  a  faculty  member  is  cho- 
sen by  the  School  of  Health  Sciences 
and  Humanities  to  be  honored  with  the 
"Distinguished  Faculty  Award".  Dr. 
Gerald  A.  Bello  was  presented  with  this 
prestigious  award  at  Hahnemann's 
1988  Commencement  Exercises. 

Dr.  Bello  was  Born  on  October  17, 
1947,  in  New  Britain,  Connecticut.  In 
1969,  he  attended  the  University  of 
Paris  at  the  Sorbonne,  from  which  he 
recieved  a  Diplome  Annuel  in  French 
Studies.  His  Bachelor's  Degree  was 
earned  at  Tuft's  University,  where  he 
majored  in  English  and  French.  He 
graduated  from  Tuft's  in  1970  with  the 
distinction  of  magna  cum  laude.  He 
then  obtained  his  Master's  Degree  and 
his  Doctorate  in  English  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  in  1971  and  1979 
respectively. 

Dr.  Bello  began  teaching  full  time  at 
Hahnemann  in  1977  as  a  Senior  Instruc- 
tor in  the  then  General  Studies  unit.  In 
1980,  he  became  an  Assistant  Profes- 
sor and  is  now  an  Associate  Professor 


of  English  in  the  Department  of  Human- 
ities and  Social  Sciences.  In  In  the  past. 
Dr.  Bello  has  taught  French  for  the  Pan- 
American  Association  of  Philadelphia, 
English  and  French  at  Friend's  Select 
School,  and  English  as  a  Teaching  As- 
sistant at  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia. 

No  stranger  to  committee  work  at 
Hahnemann,  Dr.  Bello  has  served  on 
numerous  University  and  School  com- 
mittees, several  of  which  he  has 
chaired.  As  Chair  of  the  Scholarship 
Committee,  he  was  responsible  for  es- 
tablishing new  Scholarship  Funds,  as 
well  as  preserving  older  ones.  As  Chair 
of  the  Student  Affairs  Committee  from 
1978-1979,  he  instituted  student  of- 
fices and  helped  implement  Who's 
Who  at  the  School.  He  also  organized 
the  first  School  yearbook  in  1978  and 
the  University  Chorus.  In  addition,  Dr. 
Bello  is  one  of  the  founders  of  hand- 
prints. Hahnemann's  University  -  wide 
humanities  magazine,  whose  second 
issue  will  be  released  this  fall.  As  one  of 


the  School's  Faculty  Representatives, 
he  serves  as  a  member  of  the  HU  Exec- 
utive Faculty  Steering  Committee,  the 
SHSH  School  Council,  and  the  University 
Council  on  Academic  Affairs. 

Dr.  Bello's  hobbies  are  writing 
poetry  and  songs;  and  he  is  currently 
involved  in  producing  a  musical  com- 
position with  English,  French,  and  Rus- 
sian lyrics  for  the  Wallenberg  Commit- 
tee of  Greater  Philadelphia.  This 
composition  will  be  used,  in  part,  to  to 
facilitate  the  release  of  the  Swedish 
humanitarian  and  World  War  II  libera- 
tor, Raoul  Wallenberg,  from  over  forty 
years  of  imprisonment  by  the  Soviet 
Government. 

When  asked  to  impart  a  few  words 
to  the  students  at  Hahnemann,  Dr. 
Bello  responded,  "Make  your  dreams  a 
reality."  We,  in  turn  would  like  to  thank 
Dr.  Bello  for  his  years  of  hard  work  and 
dedication  and  to  congratulate  him 
on  being  the  recipient  of  the  1988  "Dis- 
tinguished Faculty  Award."
